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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as being anticipated by 
Kobayashi 6,403,683, Ishihata et al. 6,362,269, Matsumoto et al. 6,174,943 or Mordecai 
et al. 5,965,655. 

3. Kobayashi discloses polycarbonate, phosphate flame retardant, styrene- based 
resin, silicate filler, PTFE and graft copolymer in claim 1 , ABS in claim 6, specific 
phosphates in claim 9 and wollastonite in claim 1 1 . Ishihata et al. teach polycarbonate, 
polyester, styrene based resin in claim 1, ABS in claim 5, wollastonite in claim 11 and 
phosphorus containing flame-retardants in column 23, lines 39-67. Matsumoto et al. 
recite polycarbonate, polyester, silicate filler and phosphorus containing flame 
retardants in claim 1, specific phosphates in claim 4, impact modifiers in claim 6, 
wollastonite in column 6, line 44, graft copolymers from column 1 1 , line 20 to column 
12, line 4 and PTFE in column 16, line 20. Mordecai et al. reveal a blend of polyester, 
polycarbonate, impact modifier and wollastonite in claim 1, ABS in column 9, lines 34- 
42, resin blends in column 10, lines 44-62 and flame retardants in column 12, line 51. 
Applicants' claims are not novel.
